THE SPORTS BOOK OF NOSTRADAMUS

Michelle de Nostredame was born on December 14, 1503. He is known 

to us as “Nostradamus — the seer, the celestial prophet, the man who saw the 

future.” This is a load of crap. Nostradamus was a gifted prognosticator, sure. But 
he employed his great gift solely to forecast professional sports. 

Few people realize what a sports nut Nostradamus was. His mother once 
found him swinging a stick at a butternut and muttering, “The Babe promised a boy 
in the hospital he’d hit a homer for him, and now he’s done it!

Two great rocks will war for a long time (a reference to the delay of the 
‘Fall Classic’’),

(I’ll get back to you on this one ). 
There will be a tremendous earthquake; 

The great theater filled (with fans) will be ruined (almost). 

The plight of the Boston Red Sox seems to have been one of Nostradamus’ 
special concerns. Tom Yawkey’s death and the suffering of his widow, Jean, who 
took over sole ownership after his passing, is wrapped up in a neat package and 
presented to us with a great big red bow in this quatrain: 

The lady left alone in the realm 
Her husband first extinguished on the bed of honor: 
For seven years she will weep with grief (the ’86 Series), 
Then a long life and good fortune for the Kingdom. 

Who could forget the picture of Jean Yawkey in the Red Sox locker room 
waiting for the presentation of the World Series trophy —a trophy that never came? 
I still haven't gotten over it. The last line of this prophecy might lead us to believe 
that better days lie ahead for Sox fans. Unfortunately, in this case “Kingdom” refers 
to heaven, or the afterlife. Meaning: the only relief for followers of the Crimson 
Hose is death. ; 

Finally, this example — also familiar to Boston sports fans: 

The year the great seventh number is accomplished 

. Appearing at the time of the games of slaughter, 
Not far from the age of the great millennium 
When the dead will come out of their graves. 

This can only mean: “Here’s the inbounds pass, and Havliceck steals it! 
Havliceck steals the ball! Havliceck stole the ball!! John Havliceck stole the 
ball!!!” 

Countless references to other sports abound in the teachings of Nostradamus, 
but unfortunately our space is limited. I'll leave you with a final amazing incident, 
when Nostradamus lay on his deathbed. His lifelong friend, Chuck, was with him 
and wrote in his diary later: “As the moment of death approached, Michelle — the 
great Nostradamus, who once bowled a 299 -- called me close to him. Ina voice I 
could barely hear, he whispered, ‘If the Bills play in the Super Bowl, bet the over.’ 
What could this mean? Truly this was a mysterious man!”
